-, Berlin.—The ‘newspapers have an- 
nounce that an airship shed ia to be 
built on HMefigoland, and that its con- 
struction will be begun in the spring. 
The shed will be of the revolving type, 
so that it cai be used whatever. the 
direction of the wind, 

it is to be built in a deep depression 
called the Sapskuble, and when need- 
ed for the exit or entrance of an air- 
ship it will be raised to the leyel of 
the surrounding surface. * 

At’other tinrés it will rest on the 
bottom of the depression, the roof 
bridging the sides of the gap so that 
the situation of the shed willbe s¢arce- 
ly. perceptible.
